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COMMERCIAL MOVEMENTS OF 
FOOD ANIMALS AND MEATS 


Cattle and Sheep Receipts Increase at Seven Leading In- 
terior Markets and Shortage in Supply of Hogs Con- 
tinues During Month of October. 


‘-WASHINGTON—Increased receipts at 
the seven leading interior markets of 
cattle and sheep and a continued short- 
age in the supply of hogs are a character- 
istic feature of the October livestock 
movement, as reported to the bureau of 
statistics of the department of commerce 
and labor. 

The receipts of cattle at these markets, 
which for the present vear averaged 
765,943 head per month, show a continu- 
ous growth, the October total, 1,188,324 
head, exceeding like totals for the preced- 
ing two vears of 1,130,611 head in 1909 
and 1,025,992 head in 1908, though fall- 
ing short of the October figures in the 
three earlier years. 

The receipts of sheep for the month, 

263,079 head, show a continuous growth | 
since the end of the summer, the Octo- 
ber total being more than double the 
Monthly average for the year and 56 per 
cent in excess of the October average 
for the preceding five years. 

All the large packing centers’ except 
St. Louis and St. Joseph show larger 
receipts of sheep, the gains being par- 
ticularly heavy in the case of Chicago, 
Omaha, and St. Paut. On the other 
except hand the October receipts of hogs 
at the seven markets, 1.034,682 head, 
were the lowest monthly receipts for the 
year except for September when, for the 
first time, the total fell below 1,000,000 
head. As compared with the October 
average for the preceding five years the 
monthly receipts of hogs show a decline 
of over 26 per cent. 

Tbe 10 months receipts of hogs at 
the same markets, 12,786,278 head, were 
about 23 per cent less than the average 
for the corresponding period in the pre- 
ceding five years. Arrivals of calves 
at the five packin® centers, which re- 
port them separately, show a monthly 
total of 107,740 head, compared with 
the October average for the five preced- 
ing years of 102,193 head. 

The combined livestock receipts, in- 
cluding those of horses and mules, at 
the seven markets amounted to 4,630,672 
nead for the month, compared with 
4,062,236 head in October, 1909, 
4,074,565 head in 1908. 


for the month is given as 75,249, com- 
pared with 70,853 cars for October, 1909, 
and 71267 cars for October, 1908. The 
larger number is exceeded, however, by 
the October figures in 1905-1907. The 
volume of the inbound livestock move- 
ment for the 10 months of the present 
year, as measured by the number of 
loaded livestock cars received, 567,109 
cars, was less than in any of the preced- 
ing five years. 

October shipments of packing house 
products from Chicago, 166,864,125 
pounds, show but little variation in vol- 
ume from the totals reported for the 
earlier months. As compared with the 
October average for the preceding five 
years a loss of 28 per cent is shown. 
The shipments for the months of the 
present year, 1,665,799. $50 pounds, fell 
about 20 per cent below the 10 mopths 
average for the preceding five years, the 
largest decline appearing under the head 
. of fresh beef and cured meats. The ship- 
ments of canned meats, 59,063,400 
pounds, while only one half of the total 
reported for the corresponding period in 
1905, show, however, a 40 per cent in- 
crease over the 10 months total of the 
preceding year. Lard shipments, while 
slightly larger than during last year, 
were less than one half the quantity re- 
ported in 1907. The eastbound traffic 
movement of provisions from Chicago 
and Chicago-fjunction points for the 44 
weeks of the year, 739,920 short tons, 
shows a similar decline when compared 
with corresponding figures for the earlier 
years.

SHOE, MACHINERY 
TO BUILD AGAIN 


The new addition to the Beverly fac- 
tory of the United Shoe Machinery Com- 
pany now practically completed, will be 
insufficient to take care of the growth in 
the company’s business, and the directors 
have voted to build three more sections 
to the plant. 

With the completion of these three 
sections, the company will have 200,000 
additional square feet of spac> and em- 
ploy 600 more men. At present the 
company has over 4000 men on its pay- 
roll at Beverly which Is a record number 
and compares with 3500 six months ago. 

The present plant has a total length of 
1020 feet or about one fifth of a mile 
and contains over 17 acres of floor space.

GENERAL ELECTRIC 
ADVANGE ROGRIBED 
70 GOOD BUSINES 


Twelve Months’ Orders for 
the Company Expected to 
Establish a Record in Face 
of Recent Depression. 


A LARGE SURPLUS 


The advance in General Electric shares 
last week of nearly six points has been 
ascribed to almost everything except the 
actual cause—good business. This omis- 
sion to supply the real reason is per- 
haps excusable, as it has been some time 
since Wal]l street has had an opportunity 
to buy stocks because of boom conditions 
in trade and manufacturing. 

General Electric for the fiscal year to 
Dec. 31 next will ship out of its factories 
a total of between $70,000,000 and $71,- 
000,000 of apparatus, and will in all 
probability equal and may slightly bet- 
ter the previous high record for goods 
billed out in a single 12 months of $70,- 
977,168, attained in 1908. 

Orders received will establish a record 
beyond any question. Business for Sep- 
tember, October and November has been 
10 to 12 per cent less than it was at 
the high point of the year in June and 
July, but present indications are that 
for the full 12 months orders for a total 
of between $69,000,000 and $70,000,000 of 
goods will be received. This is a round 
$10,000,000, or some 15 per cent larger} $ 
than in any previous fiscal year. What 
makes this result all the more impressive 
is that it has come during a period of 
depression in the great majority of in- 
dustrial lines. In itself it a tribute 
to the remarkable stability of the elec- 
trical business. This volume of sales has 
been built up not on new -development 
plans, for they have been conspicuous by 
their absence, but on a multiplicity of 
small sales from electrical corporations 
already established. 

Rumors persist of a melon-cutting of 
some sort for the benefit of shareholders. 
This but natural since General Elec- 
tric had a profit and loss surplus as of 
Dee, 31 last $17,381,381, or $26.60 
per share and at the end of this year 
will have a profit and loss balance of 
close to $19,000,000. Furthermore this 
surplus is a real one, representing as 
it does either property or working cap- 
ital built out profits above thg 8 
per cent dividend rate. When the 
$13.000,000 convertible bonds were is- 
sued early in 1907 the understanding 
at the time was that the stock would 
receive some sort of a distribution either 
in the form of extra cash or stock divi- 
dend before the bonds became convert- 
ible in June, 1911. This is undoubtedly 
one of the influences advance 
the shares in an extremely dull general] 
market. 

The facts are that President Coffin and 
the more conservative the Boston 
directors are opposed to paying any stock 
or extra dividend long as general 
business remains as uncertain it 
today, or as long as hostility to corpo- 
rations Js as strong as it now is in the 
public mind. Some of the New York 
directors would unquestionably like to 
make an extra distribution regardless. 
This is the old difference of opinion and 
existed when talk of putting the stock 
on a 10 per cent basis was under con- 
sideration several vears ago. 

Talk of acquisition of Westinghouse 
Electric may be @ismissed. Officials of 
both companies have admitted privately 
within the week that no thought of any 
such consolidation has been entertained 
by either board. To do so would cer- 
tainly invite government attack and that 
is the last thing either company desires 
in the present crowded condition of its 
manufacturing departments. 

The fact remains, however, that Gen- 
eral Electric and Westinghouse are in 
more friendly competition than _ for 
Both companies have discovered 
that ruinous price-cutting does not pay.

Figuring on the small 
expenditures as well as the large ones in every department may 
work toward the ertd in view. Only by stopping leaks in this 
fashion can the doctrine of economy be made thoroughly effective. 
It is encouraging to note that the President stands firmly by his 
utterances in this respect. 


ALMOST with country-wide unanimity the 
present meeting of the house of governors 
is made the occasion of editorial expression 
of the hope and the belief that through such 
gatherings a way will be found for presery- 
ing the integrity of statehood. It is.a fact 
indicative of a deeply rooted reverence for 
the form of government designed by the 
fathers, that the promise which the coming 
together of the governors gives of checking 
centralization is received with undisguised satistaction. The hope 
of state integrity hes, palpably, in the assertion of the constitutional 
rights of the states on the one hand, and in demonstration of their 
ability to perform their constitutional functions on the other. There 
are certain well-recognized duties which the states are expected 
to assume and perform. In recent vears the disposition of the 
states has been to shift these duties to the shoulders of the nation. 
The nation has at times been actually compelled to assume them. 
In this manner has been bred a, taste for federal intervention in 
state affairs. In this manner, too, has grown up, almost uncon- 
sciously to the nation, the feeling that its safety and its welfare 
generally lie in centralization. ‘The states through their negligence 
of duties which unquestionably belong to them have contributed 
more toward creating a tolerant sentiment toward federal centraliza- 
tion than has the nation itself by extending at every opportunity its 
pretensions of authority over the several commonwealths. 

The house of governors is nut expected to proceed against 
federal authority by moral or legal protest. It is expected simply 
to give form and emphasis to state authority. Nothing has been 
taken from the states of which they cannot resume control by simply 
determining to do so. The states may well discharge their own 
obligations to the nation;,then they will be in a position to insist 
that federal authority confine itself.to its propey sphere. The coun- 
try looks to the house of governors to assist materially in clearing 
the way for such a course.

A com- 
plaint is voiced that the riparian policy.of New York, while bringing 
some additional money to the treasury, impedes industrial advance- 
ment in that, after obtaining all available water grants, the state 
exacts a higher return from each succeeding grant made. It is 
proposed that the proper method would be to make riparian grants 
on a reasonable basis of compensation, with a view to. exacting, 
in advance of making the grant, a development plan for the back 
lands as well as for the waterfront. 

Since the increased railroad traffic from the West, which comes 
to an end on the west bank of New York harbor, will play a con- 
spicuous part in the future development of the lands around Newark 
hay, it is safe to say that. before many years, thousands of acres 
more of meadow land will be added to the territory now made 
useful for the first time.

General Washington; neither 
is La Fayette, nor Von Steuben; moreover, the squares and circles 
in which many monuments stand should be renamed; if is even 
proposed to rewrite some of the inscriptions on the bases. Andrew 
Jackson's statue is complained of, indeed, because it is too lifelike. 
The inference to be drawn from this is that a statue showing “Old 
Hickory” as a handsome man, which he was not, would be more 
acceptable to those who love art for its purely esthetic qualities.
